5 Fund Bills Signed 


Five of the appropriation bills 


have been signed by the president. 
The others are pending before the 
senate or joint senate-house com- 
mittee. 


Although the house held all but 


two of the measures below the 
budget estimates, the senate in- 
creased the totals on several, nota- 
bly when it added $388.000,000 for 
parity payments to farmers and dis- 
posal of surplus commodities. This 
appropriation has not yet received 
final congressional approval. 


The house exceeded budget es- 
timates in voting funds for flood 
control and river and harbor im- 
provements, It .added $50,000.000 to 
the war department (non-military 
functions) appropriation bill.

The issue involved, however, Js 


fundamental. 
If congress, having 


delegated excessively broad powers 
to the labor board, is afraid to as- 
sume responsibility for its unwar- 
ranted delegation of power and to 
•write into the law the 
specific 


changes needed, then the labor 
board becomes the truly legislative i 
body. And on no subject has ther 
been as much legislation writte: 
by a group outside of the congres 
itself than by the labor board. 


The legislation is in the form o 


regulations and decisions, and con 
stitutes a voluminous body of rule 
of conduct, possibly the most far 
reaching ever attempted under a 
democratic form 
of government 


The most intimate relations of busi 
ness conduct, the opportunities fo 
simple intercourse 
between man 


agement and worker, and the free 
interplay of communication 
in 


•writing or by conversation are now 
subject to the censorship of a gov* 
ernment board of three persons re- 
sponsible to nobody except occa 
sionally the courts when some em- 
ployer is willing to spend the time 
and money needed to get a correc- 
tive applied. 


The labor board rulings and de- 
cisions vrill compare favorably with 
any set of laws adopted anywhere. 
Tiiere is a logic and consistency of 
purpose, indeed a clarity of expres- 
sion in them which is unexcelled. 
This does not mean they are good 
decisions or meritorious precedents 
but that they represent the maxi- 
mum, power that can be derived 
from, a vaguely -worded statute. In- 
stead of specifying practices which 
are illegal, the congress gives a 
three-man board the right to de- 
cide what is an "unfair labor prac- 
tice. This is language so broad as 
to permit of the the kind of deci- 
sions banded down by the board. 


Personnel Not the Problem 


:_ The aggrieved parties—the em- 
ployers—have been entrapped into 
believing that the board is at fault, 
that the board is biased, and that a 
.mere change in the personnel will 
change the administration 
of the 


law. This is like asking that the su- 
preme court justices be Changed in 
.order that decisions favorable to 
the administration in power may be 
obtained. If it were conceded that 
the board is biased, then a change 
in personnel might only means a dif- 
ferent kind of bias, depending upon 
•which groups could bring about the 
. change. 


"What the labor board itself would 
like is no changes in the law and 
if, in order to prevent 
congress 
Ircm making amendments, it is nec- 
essary to change a few rules, as a 
sop to the opposition, the strategists 
on the administration side are all 
top eager to do it so that congress 
•will adjourn and leave the act to be 
administered as heretofore. 
- The question before congress is 
whether it will continue to let the 
labor board write the laws or 
•whether it will specify the area 
•within -which the board shall func- 
tion. Failure to mark out the area 
is what is causing the friction to- 
day. 


There are some employers who 


do cot like the Wagner law and 
•who do not care what is done about 
changes in the rules of the board. 
These are the people who hope for 
the complete repeal of the act as 
soon as popular reaction grows 
strong enough to bring that about. 
Already the Wagner law is being 
compared to the Eighteenth amend- 
ment. In that the defenders are un- 
•wflling to budge an inch to meet 
abuses, and ultimately the reaction 
is expected to be so powerful as to 


Secretary Hull's Neutrality Program 


There has been some criticism of i support. Both had grave defects 
Secretary Hull because he has wait- 
ed so long before taking a position 
on the neutrality act. But his cau- 
tion has, it seems to me, been wise, 
and the effect of the delay has been 
salutary. The delay has greatly im- 
proved the position in Europe, and 
the discussion before the Congres- 
sional committees has resulted in a 
genuine clarification of American 
policy. 


The reason for believing that the 


delay here has improved the posi- 
tion in Europe can be understood 
when we remember that nearly 
three months ago Great Britain 
stood helpless and irresolute while 
Hitler tore up the Munich agree- 
ment, over-ran Bohemia and Mora- 
via, occupied Mcmel, and threaten- 
ed Poland, Lithuania, ana Rumania. 
Since that happened the British and 
French h ve pulled themselves to- 
gether, have constructed a great de- 
fensive alliance, and have made it 
clear that they mean to defend their 
vital interests. This has required the. 
doing of a great many things that 
Mr. Chamberlain haied to do, the 
giving of guaranties to Poland, Ru- 
mania, and Greece, the making of 
an alliance with Turkey and with 
Russia, the adoption of conscription 
and the placing of British industry 
on a war footing. 


The total effect of this reversal of 


British policy has been an acknowl- 
edgement of the fact that the vital 
interests of Great Britain in Europe 
can be defended only by Great Brit- 
am with such allies as she can find 
in Europe. Had the United States 
repealed the arms embargo two 
months ago, it is probable that this 
action would have been greatly mis- 
understood in London as meaning 
that the United States could be 
counted on to fight alongside of 
Britain in case the axis struck to- 
ward the west. 


It is a reasonable assumption that 


if Mr. Chamberlain had had 
any 


reason for thinking that he could 
count on the United States as an al- 
ly, he would never have committed 
himself in Warsaw, Bucharest, Ath- 
ens, Angora, much less in Moscow. 
This would have been a dangerous 
illusion on his part. Mr. Hull's de- 
lay, whether calculated or not, has 
compelled Mr, Chamberlain to ac- 
cept the fact that the restoration of 
a balance of power in Europe is a 
European responsibility, and to act 
accordingly. 
Delay Had Good Effect 
On Hitler, Mussolini 


The delay has also had a good ef- 


fect en Hitler and Mussolini. Back 
in Marcn the two most prominent 
proposals before the committees 
were the Pittman "cash and car- 
ry" bill and the Thomas amend- 
ment to name "the 
aggressor." 


Neither bill commanded general 
sweep the whole reform out of the 
statute books.

objective—the protection 
of the 


rights of labor to organize and to 
choose without interference its col- 
lective bargaining agents. So did 
prohibition have a marvelous ob- 
jective—to do away with drunken- 
ness. But in the end prohibition 
was defeated and a far from satis- 
factory substitute—state regulation 
—was imposed because the abuses 
of prohibition itself—racketeering 
and gangsterism—became more ob- 
noxoius as a social evil than the or- 
iginal defect sought to be cured. 


Today friction between employ- 


ers and employes is growing. The 
Wagner law permits rulings by the 
labor board which build walls in- 
stead of bridges between workers 
and management. Consequently, all 
sorts of abuses are growing up and 
production is being curtailed be- 
cause of labor disputes. The objec- 
tive—better working conditions— 
can easily be defeated if friction 
continues. 


What is needed is a series of 


amendments written at this session 
by a_ courageous congress specify- 
ng what are and what are not 
illegal acts of employers 
and 


employes in 
the 
use of eco- 


nomic power, so that economic 
coercion may be reduced to the 
minimum on both 
sides and en- 


couragement given to human and 
commensense 
methods of inter- 


course between employers and em- 
Jloyes. 


What is also needed is the sub- 
stantial enlargement of the federal 
mediation and conciliation services 
so that misunderstandings 
often 


caused by threats of prosecution 
made "by labor organizers or by 
other intimidation processes can be 
removed through the simple frank 
explanation of opposing viewpoints 
presented by skilled mediators who 
niow how to bring about an at- 
mosphere in which reconciliation 
s possible.

feat at a time when Hitler was on 
the mach and the European opposi- 
tion was as yet unorganized. 
It 


would have 
furnished one more 


reason, and a very powerful one. for 
continuing the campaign which so 
very nearly brought on a European 
war at the beginning of April The 
delay here left Hitler and Mus- 
solini uncertain as to what 
the 


United States might do. and con- 
vinced them, we may fairly assume, 
that if 
they 
suddenly bombed 


London and Paris and overran Hol- 
land and Switzerland, the reaction 
in America would be terrific. 


So by depriving Mr. Chamberlain 


of the illusion that he could count 
on America, by depriving Hitler of 
the illusion that he could count on 
hermetically sealed American isola- 
tion, a most necessary and healthy 
realism has been promoted in both 
campus. The interest of the United 
States has been served in that war 
has been postponed, and perhaps 
averted; if war has not been avert- 
ed, our interest has also been served 
in that the resistance has been or- 
ganized. The nations which share 
with us the control of our real 
frontiers in the Atlantic Ocean and 
in the Pacific cannot now be de- 
feated by a knockout blow. 
Our 


own security is consequently much 
greater. 
America Should Clarify 
Its Neutrality Act 


Now that Great Britain is com- 


mitted in Europe and now that 
there is a balance of power among 
European states, the American in- 
terest will best be served by a 
prompt clarification of the neutral- 
ity act For while the alliances that 
have been formed in Europe may 
postpone, perhaps prevent, a world 
war, there is no certainty that they 
will. All that is certain now is that 
if war breaks out it will be a long 
war and that it will be fought all 
over Europe, Africa,. Asia, and on 
all the oceans. 


The existing neutrality act puts 


the United States in a most awk- 
ward position. It gives to Hitler the 
power, by the simple act of declar- 
ing war or fomenting a revolution, 
to stop our trade in a long list of 
commodities, to divert our shipping, 
to decide where Americans may 
travel, and to disorganize the finan- 
cial basis of our foreign trade. 
Never in our own history, and nev- 
er in the history of any independent 
state, has a legislative body volun- 
tarily given such power over its 
own affairs to a foreign govern- 
ment. And never has a nation pro- 
fessing peace offered' such an in- 
ducement to an aggressor, never has 
it put such a permium on going to 
war or on starting a revolution. 


Though this is the effect, it was, 


of course, not the intention of the 
American Congress. The intention 
was to keep the United States from 
being being entangled, against its 
will and contrary to its national in- 
terest, in a European war. The pur- 
pose of Congress in enacting these 
embargoes and prohibitions was to 
keep private citizens and private 
commercial interests from getting 
so entangled in a foreign war and 
suffering such injuries that Ameri- 
ca would have to go to war to pro- 
tect or avenge them. 


Now Mr. Hull's program carries 


out this purpose as exactly and as 
efficiently as it is possible to do it 
Instead of giving to foreign nations 
the power to keep Americans out 
of any part of the world that they 
choose to name, Mr. Hull proposed 
to have the United States decide 
what parts of the world are too 
dangerous for American travelers, 
American ships, American export- 
ers. That is the essence of the Hull 


plan and, once understood, it Is the 
plainest common sense. 
Difference Between Hull 
rUn and Existing Law 


The difference between his plan 


and the existing law is that Mr. 
Hull proposes to have the United 
States, not some foreign nation, de- 
termine where the fighting is se- 
rious enough to warrant forbidding 
Americans to travel and to trade. 
Under the present law, Japan or 
Germany or Italy can regulate our 
trade and intercourse with, for ex- 
ample. Australia or Canada, just by 
declaring that they are at war. 


Did any one seroiusly mean to 


transfer so vital a part of American 
sovereignty to Tokio or to Berlin? 
Obviously not, but unhappily that 
is the state of the existing law. 


Mr. Hull's plan not only recovers 


American sovereignty but it goes 
much further than the law as it has 
stood since May 1 in preventing 
private interests from getting us 
into trouble abroad. Under his plan 
we decide where the trouble exists. 
Having defined the area, we forbid 
Americans to travel in that zone of 
combat, we forbid American ships 
to enter it, we forbid American- 
owned goods to be 
transported 


through it, and we forbid Ameri- 
cans to lend money to any one 'who 
is intending to carry foods through 
that zone. 


But what we do not do is to stop 


trading with any part of the world 
that is theoretically, though not ac- 
tually, in the zone of the fighting. 
We do not abandon our interests 
anywhere at the mere behest of 
foreign governments. We do not tie 
up our ships in port or let them go 
only where foreign 
governments 


choose to say we may let them go. 
We do not let foreign governments j 
decide whether we may sell this 
American product but not that one. 
We do not let foreign governments 
decide whether.nations they mean 
to attack may get the arms to de- 
fend themselves. 


Fairly considered, examined on, 


its merits, I submit that the Hull j 
plan does everything that men like i 
Senator Nye have sought to accom-; 
plish. Though the method is some- 
what different, the purpose is the 
same, in that it fixes a definite line 
which cuts the 
entanglement of 


American private interests in for- 
eign wars. That is what Mr. Nye 
has been alter, and that principle 
has conquered. 


The only difference is, first, that 


Mr. Hull cuts the entanglement at

Wishinfton—Although Postmaster General Farley says it is futile to 


talk about candidates for 1940 until President Roosevelt indicates wheth- 
er he intends to run for re-election, no such inhibition is being accepted 
by Paul V. McNutt of Indiana. 


His campaign headquarters in Indianapolis is open and at work. He 


will arrive here in person from Manila in July and 
will resign as United States high commissioner to the 
Philippines in order .to devote himself to- seeking the 
presidential nomination.

Pierre Van Paassen is a Dutchman wno 


writes in English that stings. 


In his book, "Days of Our Years," a 


best seller, he devoted twelve pages to 
the ghastliest feature of that ghastly busi- 
ness known as war. He should have 
written 1200 upon the same subject. And 
he would have been a pioneer in the 
business since the ghastliest feature of 
war seldom gets into print. 


Mr. Van Paassen calls this feature 


"the most distressful aspect" because it 
involves the wilful and wanton destruc- 
tion by a country of its own courageous 
men in order to again whip up to unsus- 
tainable heights the jading nerves, tired 
muscles and benumbed thoughts of those 
who have already done more than human 
flesh can stand. 


It is quite all right in war to send out 


a score or a hundred men merely as bait 
to draw the enemy's fire so that its lo- 
cation may be learned. The score or hun- 
dred thus sacrificed have not died in vain. 
They have merely answered one of the 
insistently cruel demands of battle. 


And, it is quite all right too, to plant 


other squads at positions of vantage to 
protect a retreat, ordering them to die 


- in their tracks and never even try to join 


their comrades. Time is essential and the 
main army must be saved even if death 
is the certain message to those who give 
their lives that the oncoming foe ce 
slowed down. 


* • * 


Van Paassen was striking at something 


deeper than all this, at a calamity of cal- 
amities, where it was necessary to kill 
the strong and courageous and then to 
cover them over with shame and slime 
by accusing them of mutiny, cowardice or 
what not The author waded through the 
records in the French courts where re- 
trials have been ordered of the summary 
and dictatorial trials had at the 
front 


when men were shot .practically without 
hearing and certainly without appeal He 
found that many, perhaps thousands upon 
thousands had been thus destroyed "to 
set an example" or because "expiatory 
victims were needed," and ended by con- 
cluding that the records he found "seemed 
incredible." 


But like a good author he deals in 


names, dates, regiments, sworn evidence, 
and courts* judgments.

Lucien Bersot, a French soldier, need- 


ed a new pair of pants. Crawling on the 
ground out in No Man's Land and sleep- 
ing in clothes that become soggy in the 
trenches does not conduce to the preserva- 
tion of cloth. Bersot's corporal found him 
a pair of pants that had just been pulled 
off a dead man. As Bersot looked them 
over clots of blood dropped from one of 
the legs. "I don't want it, I wouldn't 
wear that stinking thing," mumbled this 
stout peasant from the Midi. An officer 
heard the language and ordered eight days

ficer, a lieutenant, must send'in a report 
and when the colonel received that re- 
port, probably after a wretched night due 
to that incessant pounding of the big 
guns, he denominated this trivial act of 
personal dislike of a bloody garment as 
mutiny.

But Van Paassen is guilty of one grie- 


vous fault. 
He complains because the 


higher officers who ordered executions of 
this sort were later decorated with the su- 
preme distinctions of their country such 
as the Legion of Honor. 


We think that, when war is propeily 


understood, those who ordered the exe- 
cution of the innocent men earned the 
Legion of Honor, were entitled to all the 
distinctions that could be placed on 
their shoulders. 


Van 
Paassen mistakes in peering 


around for one little flower of justice 
in war. one blossom to prevent the mind 
from reeling at the towering pyramids of 
wrong. 


The commanders whom he criticizes 


treated the army as a profession, the first 
principle of which is that men are to be 
spent just for what may be secured by the 
tossing in of their broken bodies. These 
commanders realize that an army is great- 
ly strengthened and its discipline lifted 1o 
the highest point by the judicious employ- 
ment of injustice, by the shooting of pri- 
vates and even of lieutenants and cap- 
tains, by the reputation gained by com- 
manders as symposiums of rage and by 
the widespread conclusion that soldiers 
haven't voices but only ears and when 
they have heard an order, however im- 
possible it is of compliance, it were far

Was he convinced that Eng- 
land would stand in the way of 
his realization even of those claims 
in which he had a show of right? 
If so, he may abandon his program 
of seeking to avoid conflict

England. He may decide there is 
only one way for Germany to ob- 
tain a reasonably important place 
in the world and that is by destroy- 
ing Britain. 


That is why so much importance 


attaches to the Polish business just 
now. England has made a tentative 
agreement to protect Poland, but 
she left herself a face-saving open- 
ing.

More Concessions?

But there is a good 
deal of evidence which points lo a contrary 
conclusion and which strongly supports the ar- 
gument that a balanced budget is an essential 
part of any sound program of recovery, in the 
depression year 1921. instead of borrowins 
more money the Eovcrnmcnt actually reduced 
its debt by more than a billion dollark Accord- 
ing to Mr. Eccles' theory, such a course was ap- 
pallingly "deflationary." Yet it was followed by 
onc of the most vigorous recoveries in our his- 
tory- In more recent times England has achiev- 
ed a recovery far more extensive than our own 
without "deficit-financing.*" and the evidence 
from France indicates that the first real be- 
ginning of recovery there has followed a cenii- 
inc effort, made at long last, to put the govern- 
ment's fiscal affairs in order.

Pink Shows Ace 


A favorite drive is up into Door

:basswood and occasional pines and 
•hemlocks. 
The most conspicuous 


'flower will be the large flowering 
trilllum. whose three large petals 
rare turning pink by the end of the 
month. 


f\lany people, when seeing the 


trillium m its latter stage, call it 
the "pink trillium" and consider it 
a different species from the snow- 
" \vhile lily it is when it first beguns j 
,to blossom, but taking on the pmkj 
' tinge is only the trillium's grace-1 
ful way 
of ending its blooming 


stage. The flower grows so abun- 
••dantly all over the northern half 
of the state that, until I discovered 
the reason for it.

By following the eastern edge 


of the peninsula you will run in- 
to a different tvpe of vegetation. 
The soil is sandier and in many 
places dccidely swampy, covered 
with dense growths of spruce, ce- j 
dar, juniper and other ex-crgrecns. 
Two flowers which turn the sandy 
shores of Lake Michigan into gay 
gardens arc the dwsrf iris and the 
bird's eye primrose. These two 
grow 
abundantly near Bailey's 


Harbor 'but are almost unknown 
in the rest of the state. 


The dwarf iris, as the name sug- 


gests, is a tiny species whose blue 
blossom rests almost'on the moist 
sandy ground. Growing with it you 
will find the bird's eye primrose, 
a small pink, blue or white flower 
of typical primrose shape: slender 
tube and spreading 
lobes. This 


plant has also been found in the 
Bayficld peninsula, and to a lesser 
extent, in the dells of the Wiscon- 
sin and St. Croix rivers. 


A drive through the Menomi- 


nee reservation is always a pleas- 
ure at this time of the year be- 
cause of the many 
blossoming 


shrubs and flowers 
The many 


Juneberry trees found here give 
the landscape a /frilly white, trim- 
med-'up look. Bordering the woods 
along the highways you» will see 
thousands of trilliums, wild blue 
phlox and cranesbill.

places you may find the Indian 
paint-brush beginning to open its 
flower head, which is really scar- 
let-tipped leaves instead of petals.

In our own family a

counties. The attraction there is 
the wild lupine, which turns the 
sunny openings in the slashings 
into immense blue carpets. Lupine 
grows only where the soil is the 
sandiest.

lupine. The area wo visi* has two 
other flowers blossoming at

like tiny boads or pearls. 


Perhaps jour own favorite wild 


flower garden is nothing at all 
like these I've described here, but 
whatever and wherever it is. be 
sure to visit it at this, the "hich 
tide of the year." Right now the 
cool weather, the fresh greenness i 
of leaves, the many flowers and 
the singing of the birds all com- 
bine to make it an ideal time for 
seeing the country.

Proposal to Reorganize 


State Government Sub- 


ject of Speculation 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison—The slow • progress of 


Governor Heil's far-reaching pro- 
posals to reorganize the state gov- 
ernment was the subject of specula- 
tion in legislative circles this week. 


The average Wisconsin legislature 


is in session about six months. The 
'present legislature will enter its 
sixth month this week, and to date 
but little headway has been made 
on the long series of 
measures 


which envision broad changes in 
the 
administrative set-up of the 


capitol. 


The legislature has already pass- 


ed the bills calling for a new labor 
board, a new board of agriculture, 
a new securities division, and a 
new department "of governmental 
research. It has also abolished the 
department of commerce. 


But still awaiting action, months 


after their introduction in the leg- 
islature, are such important propo- 
sitions as reorganization of the tax 
commission, the banking commis- 
sion, the public service commis- 
sion, the board of control, the mo- 
tor vehicle division, the state edu- 
cational system, the creation of the 
department of promotion, and sev- 
eral minor reshufflings. 


Interest Is'Lacking: 


Noteworthy too is the relative 


lack of interest in the legislature 
and among the citizens of the state 
in the extensive reorganization pro- 
gram, as evidenced by the casual 
hearings most of the bills have re- 
ceived thus far. 


One exception has been the hear- 


ing given to the highway commis- 
sion reorganization bill. One Re- 
publican senator appeared for it: 
practically the entire personnel of 
the Wisconsin- county highway de- 
partment system, and scores of con- 
tractors were registered against it

tion bills do reach the floor, they 
are repeatedly laid over.

pork is an important lood. The Chi- 
nese seem to like it better than any 
other meat, and it has been appear- 
ing on their dinner tables for at 
least 3.000 years. 


Germany seems to have the high- 


est average of pork-eating of all 
nations—about 76 pounds per per- 
son each year. Canada, the United 
States and Denmark rank close to 
Germany, with about 70 pounds of 
pork per, person. These figures in 
clud ham and bacon, which may 
be classed as pork since they come 
from the pig.

pork which is not well cooked. Lit- 
tle worms can be transferred from 
pigs to people, and they can do 
great damage. 


Even when full-grown the worms 


are less than one-sixth of an inch 
long. They are known as "trichina" 
worms. 
The name is pronounced 


"trih-keye-nuh," with accent on the 
second syllable. 


When the everyday food of swine 


is grain, they 
seldom take 
the 


worms into their bodies. When they 
are fed with garbage or swill, they 
are all too likely to swallow them. 


The eggs of these worms hatch 


inside the swine, and the worms in 
their larval stage pass into the flesh 
of the animals. There may be many 
thousands of them in one little pig.! 
Tests seem to have proved that' 
about two per cent of swine are in-,' 
fected.

A person who eats pork which 


has not been well cooked is in dan- 
ger of the disease. The worms get 
into the muscles, or other parts of 
the human body, and * may cause 
swelling of the flesh, painful sore- 
ness of the muscles, fever, 
and 


sometimes death. Doctors do not 
have any certain cure for this ill- 
ness. The best way to treat it is 
not to get ill 


A little frying of a pork chop in 


a skillet does not give safety. The 
pork must be cooked until it is 
"done clear through." There is ex- 
tra safety if pork chops arc baked 
before they arc fried. Many persons 
say they taste better when cooked 
that way, and surely it is worth the 
trouble to guard against such a dis- 
ease.

There currently arc a score of dis- 


putes, some serious and some amus- 
ing, which have arisen from the ec- 
onomic and political strategy of the 
forefathers in giving about 300 
treaties to 
obtain Indian land 


cheaply. 


Seneca Indians, for example, are 


pressing on the government an al- 
leged treaty claim to the bed of the 
Niagara river. Officials say the title, 
if established, may interfere with a 
power company's application to di- 
vert additional water from the riv- 
er. 


In lighter vein, Arizona officers 


and the Apaches are at loggerheads 
over Indian attempt to hire a white 
man to kill bears which are destroy- 
ing large numbers of cattle on the 
Fort Apache reservation. For tra- 
ditional reasons, no Indian will kill 
a bear: State laws will not permit 
white men to do so. 


Clashes over state laws and trea- 


ty guarantees cause most of the 
trouble. When Indians ceded vast 
Pacific northwest territories in 1855. 
they were granted certain hunting 
and fishing privileges. Now, Indians 
find themselves in 
conflict with 


Washington and Oregon state laws. 


When tax collectors come along to 


assess the Indian on the volume of 
his catch he simply says, "go look 
at our treaty." 


In California, sheep men complain 


that Indian dogs kill their sheep, 
but the state is powerless to com- 
pel Indians to license these dogs.
